Sultan that King George had to choose 
between a revolution in Greece and a 
demonstration in Cretan waters on the 
part ol the Greek lleet, and that natur- 
ally he bowed to popular clamor and 
sent tbe torpedo Flotilla to Crete. The 
Turkish officials, under the clrcurn- 
itancet, are behaving admirably and 
•re seemingly wilting to meet the vtewn 
of the powers in every way. 
It is true that the alternative may be 


the threatened disruption of the lurk- 
ish empire, but in any case the Turks 
are not fretting under the prohibition 
placed upon them o! tending reinforce- 
omuls to Crete, and in eo doing tbe 
Sultan £ acting in a highly politic man- 
ner. Indeed, the Cretan trouble has, at 
least for the moment, driven the more 
important questions of the projected re- 
forms for the Turkish empire into the 
back ground so effectually that there 
are people who intimate that thei wily 
Turk has been at tbe bottom of all tbe 
recent developments in Crete, and even 
at Athena; that the revolutionary move- 
ment in Crete haa been secretly fos- 
tered in order to draw tho attention of 
Europe from more important mattero.

The road bed will be con- 
structed towards this city tirst, to the

The work of clearing tbe right of way 


from Ball's place to the camp will cost 
as much a§ the grading. For almost the 
entire distance the land is planted to 
vines and these will have to be grubbed 
out. Through the colonies alio consid- 
erable additional work will be entailed 
on this account. The scraping from 
Ball's vineyard to the camp will n«t 
amount to much, however, as the grade 
of the track ie almost level with the 
land.

Grant Brothers intend to have lour
